THE ENCLISH CRICKETERS IN AUSTRALIA. 


——+>——_. 


N our last we made mention of the eleven cricketing celebrities who 
had gained their first victory in Australia. Further advices from that 
quarter of the globe include full particulars of the match they played 
at Melbourne; and it appears therefrom that it was quite a ‘ sensation” 
meeting, in the fullest sense of the term. It was originally intended by 
the Victorians that twenty-two should be the number opposed to the All 
England in the preliminary batting encounter; but, through the repre- 
sentation of Mr, H. H. Stephenson, the captain of the troop, the numerical 
strength of the players was reduced to eighteen, and this complement 


alone contended, despite the momentary feeling of dissatisfaction created 
by the limitation. George Marshall officiated as master of the ceremonies 
for the Victoria players, and, having won the toss for choice, sent in his 
men under the most favourable auspices as to weather and opportunity, 
in the presence of nearly thirty thousand spectators, who rapturously 
greeted the rival cricketers, If anything, the English visitors, headed 
by Messrs. Spiers and Pond, received the largest share of the ovation. 
It was no mere fleeting demonstration, but was a spontaneous burst of 
generous and heartfelt enthusiasm, highly creditable to the inhabitants 
of a British colony. There was play for four days. On the first one 
the last of the Victorian wickets fell for 118 runs. Marshall made the 
head store of 27, Bryant registered 17, and Messrs. Thompson and 
Sweeny 16 each. Notwithstanding it was five o'clock before the 
Victorians were out, the Eleven were despatched to their wickets; and 
Bennett and Stephenson made half-a-dozen each, when the stumps were 
drawn. On the second day the attendance was nearly as large as. the 
first. The Englishmen resumed their innings, and kept their pride of 
place all day, scoring no less than 
185, and only a quartette of wickets 
disturbed. Bennett run his notch up to 
11, E. Stepher on went in gallant] 
for 34, Mudie securing 22, and Griffiths 
out-Heroding himself by obtaining 61, 
when, to the delight of-the fielders, his 
left-hand play in such a right good 
manner was stopped by an excellent 
catch. On the third day Caffyn pro- 
ved that Griffiths had a worthy suc- 
cessor in him, by marking his name 
for a score of 79, when he, too, was 
caught out by O'Mullane, one of the 
colt players. Iddison made 31, H. H. 
Stephenson a solitary couplet, Law- 
rence a score, Sewell a trio, Mortlock 
11, and then Hearne spoke up for 8. 
Dyes included this run up the score to 
3U5, amidst tremendous cheering. No 
way intimidated, the Victorians went 
in boldly for their second innings, 
which continued over the next, the 
fourth day. There was a falling off 
in the batting, however, and the 
wickets fell fast, until all were down 
for 91 runs. Thus the eleven were 
the winners of their first match by 96 
runs and one innings. <A few davs 
after the match they proceeded ‘tg 
Beechworth, where they played against 
twenty-two of that district. It was 
intended to carry the match over three 
days, but, owing to ye short work 
made of the Beechworth men, the 
balance of the third day was occupied 
by a single wicket match, in which 
Griffiths, with three fielders, played 
eleven of the district. In the first 
match the Eleven made 264 against a 
score and 53 of the twenty-two in a 
couple of innings: In the second ve Ae 
match the Eleven of Beechworth ‘gh ital 
scored a “no ball” and no runs. i 
Griffith made a quintette and was Hii 
not out. This year the seventh inter- 
niutional match was played in Mel- 
bourne and resulted in favour of 
Victoria by nearly one innings. It 
was then arranged that a match should 
be played between the two Colonial 
Tlevens and the All England men, 
and the days fixed were the 16th, 
17th, and Asth of January. Makinson 
was captain. The allies vent in first 
and registered 153, and the Eleven 
111. In their second innings the 
‘{'wenty-two made 144 and the Eleven 
had 186 to get to te. Griffith and 
Sewell went in for half-au-hour, and 
scored 10. The stunips were then 
drawn, and, as the Eleven had an 
engagement at Geelong on the da 
following the last one named, the 
game was pronounced a draw. At 
Geelong the men at the latter place 
went in first, and made 111, the 
Twenty-two being supplemented by 
several players from Melbourne. I 
their second innings they only made 
80. The Eleven scored 128 in their 
first innings, and it remained for the 
two—Stephenson and Mudie—tomake 
up 64, with the aid of 13 “sundries,”

ALL ENGLAND ELEVEN IN_ AUSTRALIA 

Tue news of the victories gained by the All England Eleven in 
Australia may have been anticipated by all who knew the skill of the 
little band who have gone so far to win laurels for the old country. We 
should henceforth term our friends “ the invincibles,” for it appears that 
they are not to be beaten in any manner. “ We are not among those who 
estimated the Australian cricketers at less;than their worth. lt may have 
been guessed that men following the active pursuits of our colonists would 
present a good field, but the wonderful science of the eleven was noi to 
be doubted even in the face of a stronger opposition. The result of the 
matches of which we are’in possession of reports proves that the 
Australian cricketers emphatically knew what they were about, and 
should make us proud of the men who, in the face of the drawbacks 
attending non-practice, and the lack of condition attendant ona long 
sea-voyage, came off so triumphantly. Cricket is a game which has 
been ‘silently, and, until lately, slowly moving into notoriety. From a 
gamé it- has sprung into a science, aud as a science is finding exponents | 
and followers in every town and villagein England. If we were asked 
how to account for this, we should say that the growth of cricket wasina 
great measure owing to those men who are now delighting thousands 
with it in Australia.. Their reputation has engeudered a spirit of emu- 
lation, and the result is that it has tempted the ambitious and able- 
bodied of the country into an amusement which: the mere mechanical 
practice of the game would not have moved. ‘The effect can only be 
attended with the most beneficial results, for health is to be obtained and 
retained by cricketing. The first match played by our eleven came off 
in the presence of 25,000 persons, a. number which, we presume, never 
before assembled to witness the game. The eleven did not feel inclined 
to meet their usual number of twenty-two on that occasion, and so the 
Australians knocked off four, leaving a good eightcen to struggle with; 
these were, however, disposed of in a manner which must have sur- 
prised all beholders. In two innings the Australians scored 209; in 
their first innings the eleven made 3V0, thus winning by 96 runs and 
one innings. It must have delighted them to find how warmly demon- 
strative the colonists were after this victory. If possible, the enthusiasm 
lavished on the eleven became more overpowering from the moment of 
their victory, and did not soon die out. No doubt the next mail will 
bring us further accounts of similar successes. 

In one particular the reception accorded the eleven in Australia is the 
greatest possible service, and thatin giving us a lesson how to estimate their 
value when they return home. We have féted less, worthy individuals 
ip our generation, and might with propriety extend some of our demon- 
strations to men who teach us how to combine a noble pastime with 
health and pleasure. 


THE LATE FIGHT. 

Last week we reported the particulars of the battle between Brettle 
and Rooke, and we now make afew remarks on the incidents which 
have so desperately disappointed, if not disgusted, those who hada 
knowledge of the antecedents of the antagonists. Both men had good 
reputations. Brettle’s name long since became a household word, and 
Rooke was looked on as a rising pugilist, with physical qualifications 
and sufficient courage to warrant his ambition soaring to the summit of 
his profession. But the result of this long-pending battle has entirely 
chauged the light in which both men will be regarded in the future, 
unless they perpetrate, something to efface the memory of the two very 
ugly blots they have dropped on their respective characters. We will 
not recapitulate the incidents—-which we have already recorded with 
some unwillingness-—to do so would be but to weary the reader, who 
has been so long used to peruse accounts of British pluck and endurance. 
Indeed, we should not have made further reference to the inatter did we 
not think that some wholesome criticism would not only do both men a 
service, but be a warning to future aspirants for the honours of the 
fistic art. Seldom, happily very seldom, has the British ring been the 
scene of such a last act to a drama as that witnessed in the fourth round 
of the “ Rooke-Brettle burlesque.” There stood two English pugilists— 
men whose muscular development might have been, and no doubt was, 
the. wonder and admiration of all beholders—hopping and skipping 
about the ring like two school-beys, whose juvenile differences is about’ 
to. be settled by battle. Rooke was again and again ordered to “ go in,” 
whilst Brettle was offered numerous opportunities to exhibit some of 
his old style, but Rooke declined “ going in,” and Bob refused all his 
opportunities. Even when allowed a stated time to come to business 
these men still continued their school-boy tactics, and were at length 
ordered out of the ring. The'excuse set up on the part of Rooke as that 
he did not like the idea of punishing his old master, and we présume 
Brettle, in the tenderness of hs heart, could not make up his ahind to 
beat the lad he had trained. ‘he excuse is as paliry as was the ‘entire 
encounter, and has not removed the stigma placed on the men from the 
moment of the termination of the encounter. Both men are at present 
in the shade, and no bouncing reports of offers to back either party for 
fabulous sums, such as have réached us, -will easily wipe off the brand 
placed upon them. Rooke is said to feel his position‘keenly, and we 
only hope he does, for it conveys « shadow of hope that he may win 
back tue laurels he has forfeited. Brettle retires for ever frori the ring. | 
liis exit may lave been more brilliant; but, in consideration of his: 
past battles, wherein he proved himself, a man of metal, we spare the: 
lash we should otherwise have laid on, Ifwe cannot bid him the iearty 
farewell we wouid accord the lero, we will take our leave in silence. 

In conclusion, we sincerely trust that such another farce as this fight’ 
has been will never be seen again in Hngland. The contempt which 4 
has fallen on those concerned in it should be a warning to all those | 
who engage to present themselves before the public in the ring. Tiq 
they would not experience this contempt let them do better than has’ 
been done by Rooke and Brettle.

discredit—of being at the bottom of this disgraceful business. As I demon- 
strated last week, the horse that was considered unduly favoured did not start 
(his owner declaring he was not fit, and that he was not anything like so good as 
last y ar). whilst the very top weight of all was the winner, the second and 
third both having stood at long shots. Mr. Topham, however, by the advice of 
his friends, has adopted the suggestion made to him, that in future his 
“handiwork” shall be submit*ed to the stewards for their approval before 
being made public. This, at all events, should have the effect of diverting the 
“ choice epithets” of his opponents into some other'channel more worthy of 
Surely there might be some new racing law established 
by which the tricks of such fellows as the “ Liverpool milkers” might be laid 
bare to the world, and the delinquents punished according to their deserts. 

I take this opportunity of announcing that [am engaged on a special review 
of the Northampton meeting, which will-be ripe for publication this day weelr;

BUCKSTONE, 


~ This magnificent property of the owner of the’ Derby winner of 1860, is a 
bay colt by Voltigeur, out of Burlesque, and first saw daylight in la belle France, 
so that our neighbours across the Straits may lay claim to his nativity. His 
performances as a youngster were not numerous. although the little he did was 
sufficient to prove him a colt of “distinguished parts,” and has so won the 
“attentions” of the public as to maintain the position of leading favourite 
throughout the season, Old Calabar for a time only threatening to ‘dispute the 
premiership at Tattersall’s. Buckstone made his first “public peep” through a 
collar at “Regal Ascot,” in a field of exactly a score, and amongst them some 
of the speediest runners of their day, including no less a disputant than 
Marignan, the favourite for the great French Derby. With Hayward * up” he 
left the starter for the Queen’s Stand Plate, over & distance of five furlongs, 
136 yards, and after one of the most exciting finishes ever witnessed, Buck- 
stone managed to secure the judge’s flat by a short head; Marignan, under the 
care of Grimshaw, running second, Gabriel D’Estrees getting third, three 
lengths behind the second, the French filly being as far in advance of the 
broken down Jeddah, and Twilight ‘whipping in” the large field of com- 
petitors, the winner having completed the distance in one minute 
nineteen seconds. This was considered a performance of the very highest 
class, and gaye our young flyer a “name” which at once became 
famous as a coming Derby “crack.” His friends were numerous, 
and “piling on the metal,” they installed him first favourite for the 
grand coup of *62. He next essayed for the New Stakes at, the same 
meeting, but not with quite so good success as in the previous race, Starting ina 
fleld ofa“ baker's dozen” he, with Alvediston, Hippodamia, and Wingrave, singled 
themselves out and left the remainder hopelessly toiling in the rear at a very 
long interval. Entering the cards the “quartette” came away “ locked 
together,” and it would have puzzled any but the most astute judge to have 
divided them as they passed the winning chair, which they did in the most 
gallant style, Mr. Day's colt leading, with Buckstone second, Hippodamia 
third, and Wingrave fourth, nothing else being in the race from end to end. 
The finish was of the most exciting character, and until the telegram 
announced the actual result there was no person satisfied as to what had won, 
although'an overweaning confidence in Mr. Merry’s pet boy gave a “father 


“to the thought” that the namesake of the popular Haymarket comedian had 


“braced” his success. He appeared once, and only once, more as a youngster, 
and that for the Third Stockbridge Biennial Stakes at the Bibury Cicb Meeting, 
overa course of about flve furlongs. He was again opposed by his former rival 
Alvediston, as well as Villette, Bloodhound, Watchfire, and Twinkle. The race 


was entirely confined to the first three, andaftera fine and interesting struggle the 


‘ 


“ertistic” Alfred landed Alvediston the second time & winner, again defeating 
Buckstone by a length, who maintained the likeadvantage over Villette; Twinkle 
and Watchfire having ‘shut up” in gonsequence of the severity of the pace. 


Such ‘then is a faithful description of the “acting” of Buckstone, the thorough-, 


bred quadruped, and as throughout the winter he has pro zressed favourably 2 
most brilliant three-year-old career is shadowed forth for him. He has grown 


into a fine, handsome horse, and as such would deserve the most cautious’ 


mnovernents on the part of intending speculators. We can assure our followers 
that‘to take liberties with Mr. Merry’s Derby “crack” would be a most 
dativerous proceeding, as “there or thereabouts” would seem to be his 
“ plaice” in the grand struggle for equine supremacy which will take place on 
the Downs of glorious and time-honoured Epsom gn ‘the Derby Day of '62. 
Our next “crack” will be the slashing scion of Tom King, who rejoices in the 
cognomen of Old Calabar. x f

JEM MACE IN THE NORTH. 


Tuesday last was a glorious day for the Newcastle fancy, Jem Mace and his 
attendant pugilists being engaged on the day to appear in the Victoria Grounds 
in the afternoon, and to hold a levee in the Assembly Rooms, Granger-street, 
in the evening. The weather was wet'and miserable, but these discouraging 
features did not damp the ardour of the admirers of manly sports, who accord- 
ingly attended in considerable numbers at.the pallisades and on the stand in 
the Victoria Grounds. The sports commenced with a quarter-mile hurdle race 
over 10 hurdles, each 3ft. 3in. high’ ‘There were eight competitors, who ran 3 
heats as follows:—Ist heat, Scaife, 35 yds start, beat Lindsey, scratch; and 
Jackson, 45 yds start. 2nd heat, Nutney, 50 yds, beat Marshall, 40 yds, and 
Palmer 20 yds start. 8rd heat, Richardson, 60 yds, beat Bolan, 60 yds. 

The leaps took the strength out of several of the competitors; but the win- 
ners in each heat struggled gamely over their hurdles. The final heat was 
won by Nutney; Scaife second, and Richardson not placed. After this race 
Jem Mace appeared on the course to run a quarter mile (once round) with J. 
Philipson, of Newcastle, the champion receiving 40 yds start from the northern 
flyer. Macé, however, proved his’ superiority by winning by 50yds. <At the 
conclusion of the racing Mace and the African champion entered a neatly- 
prepared ring, and had a good set-to, which afforded great delight and 
instruction to the lovers of the noble ‘art. But’ the crowning triumph 
was reserved for the evening entertainment, when the large assem- 
bly-room was crammed to the! doors by an audience consisting largely 
of northern Corinthians.

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BOB BRETTLE. 


In our last impression we entered so fully into the antecedents of this well- 
known boxer that it is scarcely necessary to add but few remarks upon the pre- 
sent occasion. Our portrait (given in the front page) has been pronounced as 
one of the best likenesses ever published of Brettle, and as such cannot fail 
to give entire satisfaction. The daily and nightly attendance at his house proves 
the favourable estimation in which the host of the White Lion, Digbeth, Birming- 
ham, is held by the sporting coteries of the midland district. 

We extract the following remarks from Bell's Life :—‘‘ We have so often had 
to comment on the excellence and failings of Bob Brettle that there is no 
necessity for us to recapitulate the points for which he is noted, especially as 
Brettle distinctly told us the present would be the wind-up of his milling 
career, and a sorry wind-up itis. Bob, it will be recollected, has seen much 
service, and, from his uniform good conduct, has gained a high reputation 
among his Birmingham friends, while at the same time he has many staunch 
admirers among the metropolitan division. He is in a prosperous business, 
and, it is to be hoped, may long continue to flourish in the sunshine of pros- 
perity. No one blames him forthe manner in which the contest terminated, 
for even the leading backers of Rooke freely admitted he was right in saving 
his money. Those who witnessed Jack’s performance when he made his 
debut in the ring with Goss, or who call to mind the desperate manner in which 
he fought with the gallant Patsy Reardon, and the game and courageous Job 
Cobley, will not for a moment doubt he is a game man, and will be puzzled to 
account for the tame exhibition he made of his capabilities in the present tourney, 
unless they believe with his friends he had a wholesome dread of fighting the 
man from whom he had at first received his instructions in the polite art. The 
opinion of all was that he must have won had he forced the fighting. Brettle 8 
own friends, and among them his umpire, were also of this opinion, which 
makes Jack’s conduct the more incomprehensible. His backer, Mr. Ward, 
accounts for his conduct by stating he would rather have gone into the ring to 
have faced any other antagonist than meet his old master and instructor, and 
that he appeared to have some fear and misgivings in his capabilities to con- 
tend with him. When he left the ring he appeared agitated and confused, and 
for the moment seemed much humiliated. We were glad to see that his 
backers did not turn from him; they evidently remembered he is yet but at the 
outset of his career, and we agree with them that we may yet see him perform 
in his old form, for though never looked upon as a scientific operator, yet as a 
ding-dong fighter he in his former battles gained the good opinion of every- 
body. He returned to Birmingham after the fight. We have since. learned 
that Brettle’s ancle became very painful, and hence his extreme partiality for 
his own corner.”

BILLIARDS. 


THERE is perhaps no more fascinating 
recreation than that of the game of 
pilliards. Itis by far the best of all in. 
door exercises—it is sufficiently exciting 
to enable the players to dispense alto- 
gether with wagers, and interesting 
enough to afford good amusement for 
those who prefer looking on to playing the 
game themselves. The combination of 
science and chance forms one of its most 
attractive features, the latter frequently 
prevailing over the former at a material 
portion of the game, teaching even a good 
player the necessity of never underrating 
his opponent. A hard striker will some- 
times score 12 or 15 points ina game of 
50 by Inck, and it is this which frequently 
gives the novice a chance against a better 
player, who is accustomed to play what 
is termed a quiet game, Asa rule, how- 
ever, a quiet player, who pays particular 
attention to angles, and carefully judges 
what is termed the strength of the table, 
will readily defeat a more showy player, 
habituated to strike the ball hard, and 
take the chances of scoring by luck, with- 
out studying the more scientific calcu- 
lations of the game, It is not our inten- 
tion here to attempt to teach the game of 
billiards ; nevertheless, we shall occasion- 
ally give little instructions to parties de- 
sirous of acquiring the art, with diagrams 
illustrative of the easiest methods of 
learning many strokes which may appear 
difficult tothe beginner. We would, how: 
ever, - strongly recommend all young 
players desirous of acquiring proficiency 
in the game to take a few easy lessons of 
any respectable marker ; they will by th’s 
course gain more knowledge in one hour's 
play than could be obtained without a 
master in a month. We would also 
advise all beginners to pay attention to 
the style of holding the cue and method of 
striking the {ball adopted by the steady 
and experienced player. So much de- 
pends on them that any attempt te 
avoid the trouble of learning them pro- 
perly at first, will be followed by a bad

Every old ring-goer can fully appreciate the feeling that is almost ever 
revolying in the impulsive system or organisation of candidates for the 
Championship of England. Even from Figg’s time—the first in the head-roll 
of pugilistic champions—we doubt not that the position of the dominant holder 
of the title or belt was jealously scrutinised by some ambitious follower of the 
art of boxing, who desired no greater boon than to be allowed to take up a 
champion’s gauntlet. How soon and how surely vaulting ambition overleaps 


itself is as familiar to us as household words. Beni, vidi, vici is not the 
language which every practitioner adventuring into the arena for our leading 
P.R. trophy can lay with flattering unction to himself. Yet, despite the difficult 
nature of such an ordeal, there are existent members of our gladiatorial circle 
who (leaning to the very feasible doctrine that there are as many good fish yet 
in the sea as ever were transplanted from the deep waters) shrink not from the 
task, and in the pride of strength and manhood recur to a cartel for the 
Championship as a sine gua non in their fistic career. King coveted the title 
upon the strength, firstly, of his performance with Tommy Truekle, of Ports- 
mouth, who, as regards fighting, must unquestionably be deemed to have passed 
into the sear and yellow leaf of life, and next of his battle with Young Broome, 
otherwise Evans.?These were the only public actions in which he had been engaged 
—bringing off both with the desired success of his partisans; and then came 
his tutelage, under the hand of that well-known general, Nat Langham, for 
the battle-royal, or “ sensation ” fight, with Mace for the Championship, but a 
brief period back. Our readers will recollect that, after having exhibited a 
most surprising improvement in form, King was unfortunately cast just at the 
very moment when both himself and his friends were expressing such sanguine 
hopes of eventual victory. How such hopes were doomed to be dashed on one 
side, by one of those contretemps that have occurred to the best man who ever 
stripped to the buff, is now matter of history, and needs no reopening of argu- 
ment. King rests under the assurance of having been compelled, through 
adverse circumstances, to strike his colours to one of the best men of the day— 
no mean feather in anybody’s cap. His career, short as it has been, has been 
marked by an honourable and upright rivalry, for his manly fairness in the 
ring is only equalled by his civil and retiring behaviour with those heis brought 
into contact. Tom was born in 1836, and his height is 6ft. 1}in. 


DEERFOOT. 


Our vignette personifies “Deerfoot"—Louis Bennett proper—who was brought 
over from thelitigious States of America in Augustlast, and wasintroduced into 


this country under the auspices of John Macdonald (Heenan’s second in his - 


international fight with Tom Sayers), and George Martin, an old pedestrian 
from Manchester. Under these auspices, as might naturally be supposed, it 
was determined not to hide his light under a bushel, and business was com- 
menced in right earnest by matches being made at six miles for £50 and the 
Champion's Belt, with Edward Mills, of Bethnall Green, and ten miles for a 
like amount, and the Champion’s Cup at that distance for a handicap after. 
He made his debut, on the 9th of September, at Mr. J.{C. Baum’s pedestrian 
grounds, the White Lion, Hackney Wick, and was beaten by Mills in 
32 minutes, 314 seconds. Ina fortnight after, at the same locale, he defeated 


jj 
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J. White, of Gateshead, J. Brighton, of Norwich, and E. Mills—time 54 minutes 
20 seconds. On the 30th of the same month he beat J. Levett and Mills, at the 
Rotunda, Dublin, 12 miles. Upon this he was matched to swim F. Beckwith, 
the Champion Swimmer, half a mile, receiving half a minute's start, but the 
match was eventually declared off by forfeiture of Deerfoot—time, 1 hour, 
5 minutes, 6 seconds. On the 14th of October he vanquished William Jackson, 
the American; Deer, at four miles, in 21 minutes, 1? seconds, at the West 
London Cricket Ground, Brompton; and likewise Jones, of Islington, a similar 
distance, on the same ground, October 21—time, 20 minutes, 52} seconds. At 
Birmingham, Oct 28, beat E. Mills, Sam Barker, of Billingsgate, and G. Roberts, 
of Birmingham, in a four-mile handicap for a silver cup, given by Mr. Taylor, 
of the St. Helena Gardens, Ballsall Heath—time, 21 minutes, 42 seconds. Deer- 
foot was beaten at a mile in the Sheffield handicap, on the 5th of November, 
by A. Day, of Brighouse, but this was not anything like his distance. Beat Mills 
and Bright on, at Portsea, Portsmouth, for a £25 subscription purse, the follow- 
ing week, distance, ten miles—time, 55 minutes, 15 seconds. The next prize he 
contended for was in the same month, for the Ten Mile Champion Cup, at 
Hackney Wick, and defeated Sam Barker. The latter gave up, and the Indian 
was only timed at nine miles, which he completed in 48 minutes, 25 seconds. 
On the 2nd of December, he beat, at ten miles, at the Victoria Grounds, 
Leeds, Mills, Brighton, and Barker—time, 53 minutes, 10 seconds. He next ap- 
peared at Cambridge, before the Prince of Wales, and beat Lang, Brighton, and 
Barker—distance, six miles; time, 31 minutes, 542 seconds. His Royal High- 
ness presented the Senecan, on this occasion, with a £10 note. The Indian 
was next successful at six miles, at Green Hill Gardens, Norwich, before the 
Duke of Wellington, &c., in 31 minutes, 30 seconds, over Lang and Brighton. 
December llth, at the Victoria Gardens, Yarmouth, beat Barker, Lang, and 
Jackson—ten miles; time, 52 minutes, 31 seconds. On the following 16th he 
ran a dead heat with Mills, at Hackney Wick, at eight miles—time, 45 minutes. 
The stakes were for £200, but the dead heat was never ran off. Aftera month's 
rest he defeated Brighton, 10 miles, at Brompton; then Lang, 6 miles, at Hack- 
ney Wick; and recently, Job Smith, 6 miles, at Mr. John Garratt’s, Copenhagen 
Grounds, Garratt-lane, Wandsworth. He also latterly defeated Lang, 
and it is not likely we shall see him performing in London again before Exhibi- 
tion time. He is supposed to be rather better than 30 years of age, stands 5 feet 
11} inches high, was born at Catterangas, Buffalo, and is descended from the 
tribe of Seneca Indians. Whatever may have been canvassed as to the validity 
of many of his engagements, it is certain that, as a long-distanced pedestrian, 
he is certainly no impostor , like Genaro, the Spaniard, or The Tonawonda, the 
crossing-sweeper, as his time (and he has had friends and foes at their chono- 
graphs) will best indicate. Exception has likewise been taken to his costume, 
but this, we think, is but an harmless conceit. His style of running is by no 
means elegant, but the manner in which he accomplishes his spurts at any 
given distance is certainly surprising, and since he has been acclimatised to 
the country, and trained properly, he is in far superior condition for athletic 
purposes than when, jor want of the same, he was defeated by Mills in his first 
race in England,

table These things are most impor- 
tant to the novice. A proper style 
is readily acquired at the outset. and 
renders the execution of certain strokes 
easy Which would otherwise become 
diflicult and tedious to learn. An 

respectable marker will, for a trifling fee 
teach the rudiments of the game and 
will put the learner in a position to 
master the more difficult portions of it 
by practice. Young players should, 
moreover, play as much as possible in 
public Tooms, where they have good op- 
portunities of studying the different styles 
of the more accomplished players, and in 
selecting an opponent choose rather the 
good player than the novice.

Whilst we journey we may pass away the 
time profitably in stating a few of the 
general features of the angling of the 
district. 

First, as to the trout themselves, their 
number, &c. Any of the old fishermen 
hereabouts will tell you, and tell you truly, 
that the supply of trout has greatly fallen 
off of late years. It could not be other- 
wise. The extension of railways and the 
increased multitude of anglers must tell 
their tale. When trout would not fetch 
their penny a pound, of course they were 
not much run after, and those were the 
palmy days of the great hauls.

But do not let this discourage you.There is good fishing yet in many waters 
within reach of the spot we are going to, and if the worst come to the worst a 
forced march of twenty miles over the hills will land us in less sophisticated 
regions, where fish are plenty, anglers few, and railroads unknown. Almost 
all the rivers throughout this part of the country, during the spring till “ the 
first flood in May,” are full of smolts or salmon fry. These are very trouble- 
some to the fly-fisher, as they will persist in rushing at his flies as soon as 
they touch the water in the rapid streams where they lie, Now, they are a 
plucky little fish to catch, and delicious to eat; but, of course, it is sheer 
poaching to avail yourself of the infant inexperience of what might, were 
it let alone, grow into the form and dimensions of ‘ the monarch of the flood.” 
So, if you take them, which you will infallibly and constantly do, you should 
be mindful of Thomson's precept, ' 


“Soft disengage, and back into the stream 
The silvery captive throw.” 


If you prove too weak to resist the temptation to bag or basket them, 
the strong arm of the law will be apt to step in and aid your future self-denial 
by the administration of a heavy fine. If the water is at all full you will be 
likely to do best in the tributaries, or “burns,” as they are here culled 
(the ‘“becks " of Cumberland),

4 teers stations on the banks of the Thames for angling are very numerous, 
and may be resorted to for various kinds of fish.

Great Martow.—The angling capabilities of this beautiful spot are multi- 
farious, In 1856 a disciple of Walton caught in one day the incredible 
amount of three hundredweight of barbel, chub, and perch, in addition to a fine 
trout of the weight of 5Ib. ‘Three of barbel alone weighed 24 Ib. 

Naot or jack and trout fishing this spot is as desirable as can be well 
wished. 

MAIDENHEAD.—A capital angling station, twenty-six miles from London, and 
approached by two separate railways. Trout in this locality is far more nume- 
rous than below, though perhaps not quite so tasteful or so rich. 

Bray.—One of the finest sections of the old river for trout. Several large 
ones, year by year, are captured. k : 

Monkey Istanp.—Bottom fish abound plentifully about this region, with good 
trout fishing.

Penton Hoox.—Fly fishing is highly 
successful here. It is also a good place for 
trout. Several splendid specimens of this 
kind of fish were caught here, and exe 
hibited in London, weighing trom 1 lb te 
3 lb. each. 

Larenam.—This delightful resort is 
situate about a mile from Chertsey 
Bridge, and fly fishing here may be suc- 
cessfully carried out when the water is 
in suitable order. Barbel of a large size, 
and chub of more than common weight, 
are found in the Laleham waters, 

CnertsEY Broce. — A very excellent 
angling locale, twenty miles from the 
metropolis. There is an abundance of 
ground fish in the waters of this vicinity. 

Dumsry,—Barbel is closely identitied 
With this station. The year before last 
twenty-six of these fish were taken with a 
very light rod in one afternoon, one of 
the extraordinary weight of 6 lb. <A trio 
of friends took the amazing number of six 
hundredweight during a sojourn of only 
five days. Dumsey water is considered 
the best on the Thames for this species 
of tish. <3 

WevysripGe.—In the long stretch of deep 
water in this favoured locality there 
are large barbel, chub, and roach. Mr. 
Henry T. Alfred, while fishing here on 
the 30th of July, 1858, succeeded in 
landing a splendid carp weighing eight 
pounds, besides two smaller ones of four 
and five pounds. The same gentle- 
man also took ten very fine eels (one 
weighing two pounds and a half), nine 
perch, and one large bream, making 
altogether a most extraordinary day's 
sport, as the water was rather low and 
very bright. At Chalk Hall, about half 
a mile below Weybridge, his father, in 
1848, took a large pike. Halliday’s Hall 
is noted for dace and barbel. Haw Point 
or Deep is a famous locality for large 
tish, the water being twenty feet in depth. 
A large trout was taken in the deep two 
years ago which weighed nineteen pounds, 

Suevrertron.—The waters of Shepperton 


are well stocked with chub, barbel, 
dace, and gudgeons. The distance is 
only nineteen miles from London, and there are three preserves Large trout 
can be captured with the spinning bait in the deeps. 

Watton.—This place, which is on the Surrey side of the Thames, has two 

reserved pieces of water, in which large barbel, dace, chub, and roach abound. 
Near the bridge at Walton Sale is the noted locality for large pike, some 
having been taken upwards of twenty pounds’ weight. There is an excellent 
harbour here for fish. 

Hatirorp.—Although the waters here are not preserved there is very good 
fishing for jack, barbel, and perch. Some trout are occasionally caught, and 
the silence of the place is a great desideratum. 

Sunnury.—The waters of Sunbury are well stocked with chub, barbel, dace, 
and gudgeons. <A pike was caught at the weir a few years ago of fourteen and 
a half pounds. The most noted spot for barbel is the swim at the Magpie. 
Trout and jack are to be met with at the weir. 

Hampton.—The beautiful village of Hampton is a favourite spot for anglers. 
Gudgeons, roach, and barbel are plentiful, and punts and fishermen are at 
hand in abundance, The trout fishing improves every year here, and barbel vf 
twelve and thirteen pounds are frequently caught here. Roach run large at 
Hampton. 

Movutsty Werm.—The Thames angler cannot have a better station. Mr. 
Crossley, well known to London ‘sportsmen, took a fine trout here of eleven 
pounds and three quarters. The water gallery at Hampton Court is a good 


| direction for anglers, as opposite to it in the deeps there is excellent fishing.

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Hasrron Covurt.—The water gallery alluded to is along deep at this place 
where there are a prodigious quantity of barbel, roach, dace, and perch. The 
Thames assumes a new aspect at this interesting locality, by being intersected 
with several small islands, which divide the water and form narrow channels 
and streams, favourable for particular kinds of fish. Hampton Court is also 
exceedingly interesting to the antiquarian and the historian. 

TuHAmEs-Dirton.—This spot is directly opposite to Hampton Court, and is a 
place much frequented by anglers, both from the metropolis and the neighbour- 
ing towns and villages. There is capital fishing here for barbel, perch, chub, 
roach, and dace. 

Kinastox.—This is a favourite place of resort with the skilled angler, and its 
approximation to Hampton Wick is highly convenient. Barbel, roach, dace, 
and perch, as well as gudgeons, are in abundance, and no lack of fishing 
guides may be obtained by those who require them. 

TrEppINGTON.—This station is one mile and a half beyond Twickenham, énd 
is much frequented by London anglers. Plenty of barbel and gudgeons are to 
be had; occasionally there is a good jack fishing. One was taken here last 
year, weighing sixteen pounds. 

TWICKENHAM.—Capital station for barbel, chub, dace, and roach. There is 
every facility and accommodation for punt angling. There are excellent deeps 
opposite the celebrated Pope’s Villa, where anglers may always insure good 
sport. 

Ricumonp.—This may be said to conclude or begin the fashionable and 
favourite recreation of angling. There is good fishing for barbel and dace in 
the vicinity, but it is requisite to pay particular attention to the tide at Rich- 
mond. The neap tide, or when it is high water at London-bridge at six 
o'clock a.m., is the proper period to angle here. Apropos of this spot we may 
observe the extension of steam navigation on the river has driven both fish and 
anglers further up the stream, so that there is scarcely a tranquil and secluded 
resting place for the sole of the foot until we reach Richmond.

Bush, for £10, Mullins being backed by Mr. G. Field, of the Pelican Tavern, 
Upper Hospital-street, Birmingham, while O’Donald found the needful at R. 
Ingram’s, Blair-street, of the same town. Mullins was attended by Ben 
Garrington and Tom Allen, while O’Donald was waited upon by Ned Burns 
and Bluey. Owing to the unfavourable weather the ground was in a very bad 
state, the referee being appointed at 9 o'clock the men began the fight— 
Round 1: The attitude of Mullins was greatly admired, and as he shifted and 
broke ground his friends offered to back him, but no takers. After a little 
feinting Mullins landed his right on Barney’s ribs, and his left on the jaw, 
while Barney planted his left and right on Mullins’ left and right eyes. 
The men then fought to a close, when some unmistakable good in- 
fighting took place, when both men went down side by side.—Round 2: 
Both men up at the call of time, Mullins dashed on to the ribs again 
with his right, receiving a straight ‘un on the mouth, give and take being the 
order of the day, both receiving on the mouth, eyes, and nose, and blood was 
perceived from both at the same time from the mouth; the men rushed to in- 
fighting, when Barney threw Mullins a back fall—Round 3: Both up and

Both men then closed at the ropes, when Barney 
held his man up with the right hand and fibbed him heavily about the face with 
his left until both fell—Round 5: it was now perceived that Mullins’ right 
hand was completely gone. Barney now dashed in with the left on the left eye, 
and was met with a good left hander on the nose, Mullins then got back from 
a vicious left-hander,and\slipped’down, Barney bleeding from the nose and Mullins 
from the mouth.—Round 6: 'The quick fighting had begun totell on Mullins, who 
appeared weak and piping ; Barney was not slow in perceiving this, rushed in and 
left on the mouth and left eye, and then threw Mullins heavily on his face, the 
top part of which came in contact with a stone, inflicting a cut. Round 7: 
Barney up first to the call of time, smiling, and bent on finishing his job. 
Mullins met him gamely, and tried to plant his left, but in vain, for Barney 
met him left and right on the dial, and Mullins went down. Round 8: Barney 
up again first to the scratch, but was quickly joined by Mullins, who now 
adopted shifty tactics; Barney, therefore, followed his man round the ring and 
planted his left on the mouth and left eye, and received slightly on the nosé 
and right jaw, and Mullins got down. The fight progressed in this manner 
up to the 30th round, Barney, to all appearance, having it all his own 
way, when, to the astonishment of all beho ders—and they were not a few— 
Mullins came up as if he had taken a new lease, and Barney, who had been 
forcing the fight, now came up slowly and sparred for wind. Mullins, whosé 
favourite hand had long since heen useless, now began to use his left with

JEM MACE AND TOM KING IN PRESTON. 


(From our own Reporter.) 

THESE two pugilists appeared before a very crowded audience at the Circus, 
in the Orchard, Preston, for the purpose of showing themselves, and exhibiting 
a little of the pugilistic art. Almost every available seat in this large circus 
was occupied, whilst many people had to be satisfied with merely standing 
room. The first men who appeared in the ring were the following, who are

They, however, gave a first-rate display of the art of self-defence, the 
hitting and stopping on both sides being most scientific. On retiring from the 
ring they were loudly cheered. Before any other men came in the ring an 
aceident occurred, but we are glad to say without injury to any person. One 
part of the gallery fell. Had the upper part given way the result might have 
been different. Two belts were then exhibited, one of them was the “ Middle 


Weight Belt,” won by the champion when he defeated Bob Bretile, and the 
other the ‘‘Champion of England's Belt,” won by Mace when he defeated 
Sam Hurst, the ‘“Staleybridge Infant.” After the exhibition two men named 
Bonner and Hughes made their appearance; and, after some good sparring, 
there appeared in the ring Butcher and Mace’s ‘“ Pet,” but both of them were 
devoid of all science; they threw each other as if engaged in a real fight. 
They were loudly cheered. The “wind up” next followed between Mace and 
King, but was of short duration. They exhibited some “light sparring,” in 
which the champion showed his great skill. It is almost needless to say that 
they were loudly cheered. The following were announced on the bills to take 
part in the proceedings, but they did not appear:—Joe Nolan, Tom Tyler 
Brettle’s “Big Un,” Peter Morris, Young Broom, and Joe Goss. ~)

Ow Friday an inquest was held at the Sefton Arms, near Liverpool, before 
Mr. Driffield, one of the county coroners, on the body of Joseph Wynne, who 
was thrown at the Liverpool Steeplechase on Wednesday, and who subse- 
quently died. From the evidence of various witnesses it appeared that the 
horse Wynne rode struck its fore feet against the top of a hurdle, in conse- 
quence of the deceased, who was in a delicate state of health, not being strong 
enough to “lift” it. The horse fell upon the deceased, whose body was almost 
flattened, though, strangely enough, no bones were broken, death resulting 
from internal hemorrhage. The jury returned a verdict of ‘ Accidental death.”

HOW TO TRAIN. 
BY JOHN LEVETI, EX-CHAMPION OF ENGLAND. 

May you light your cigaragain? Well, as we are not going to commence 
training immediately, and you seem to be very fond of a good cigar, shall have 
no objection, for it must not be supposed that I advocate the total abolition of 
smoking, except in training, when, I can assure you, you’ should not. have a 
whiff if I had any control over you. No, I can enjoy a good weed myself, but 
it must be a very good one; but I must tell you honestly that I am neyer 
better than when I don’t smoke at all; and I never in my life took a 
whiff during training. I have no doubt that a good cigar, or good 
tobacco of any kind, in moderaticn, to a smoker, is in no way in- 
jurious, especially if he enjoys it, and he has nothing to do where pace 
and stamina are required; but if he has, he certainly must put his 
cigar-case, meershaum, Browsley, or briar-root away for the time being 
as it is perfectly ridiculous to suppose there is any virtue in tobacco, take it, 
how you will, to assist you in either case. Tobacco is a very bad thing for 
youths to take to in any shape, and sends many. fine young fellow to an early 
grave, by consumption, years before he has arrived at that age of maturity in 
which he might commence with a little of the fragrant weed without much 
danger to. his .constitution; and before the years of maturity no young man 
ought to commence smoking on any account, unless indeed he is advised to 
do so by the medical profession, which is sometimes done by a clever man to 
counteract some disease that has shown itself in the system. How often do 
we see jockey lads drawing their cheeks in and out like a pair of bellows ata 
monster cigar, sticking out of their kissing apparatus like a barber's pole. 
Some of. these would-be-great-smokers are in ‘themselves so pigmy: that 
if they were going to ride ducks for a race you could almost, imagine 
they would have to.stand on @ sixpence ‘to get on their backs. Poor 
little fellows, they are told it will stop their growth, which is in 
many cases too true, as it not only stops their growth, but their breath as 
well, as jockeys very rarely make old bones. itis positively slow murder to 
little lads like them, and a grievous sin for any one to encourage them in this 
pernicious habit. Boys, take my advice, and if you will smoke, don’t do so until 
you are a. grown-up man; believe me, that is plenty soon enough for you, and 
by following my adyice you may add many happy years to your existence, 
which too early an application to tobacco, in many cases, deprives you of. I 
certainly think you ure quite right, and I will never become an immoderate 
smoker; another thing in training, I will never smoke, let me crave for it as I 
will. Well done—spoken like a hero;.and I think, myself, yon will now find 
Nerve enough to withstand all temptation on that score.. 

Who do i think was, the best pedestrian we ever had? Well, I suppose there 
are several who fancy themselves were best; but, in my humble opinion, 
Charles Hall, or Westhail, as he is called, was, for this reason: Charley was a 
first-rate sprint runner; « first-rate mile runner, and second to no man asa 
walker. He could, and has unquestionably done, the following great and 
extraordinary feats: He has run 100 yards under 9} seconds; 150 yards under 
15 seconds; 200 yards under 20 seconds; and 1 mile in 4 minutes 28 seconds; 
and, if my memory serves me right, he ran a mile at four starts, a quarter of a 
mile each time, in the wonderful short time of 33 minutes, or thereabouts. But 
first-rate as Charley was at running all distinces, up to one mile, he 
surpassed himself at walking; and has, among other wonderful times, 
made the. following: One mile, 6 seconds, under 7 minutes; upwards of 
7¢ miles in one hour; over 14} miles in 2,hours; and the unprece- 
dented feat of walking 21 miles under 3 hours. Surely with such per- 
formances as these stv sing him in the face no man could say he was equal to 
Charles Westhall as a pedestrian. Lam glad also to be able to say that Charley 
was always, and is still, a civil, well-behaved, unostentatious man, highly 
respected by ali to whom known. Another extraordinary fast and good man 
was old James Smith, of Ipswich; extraordinary as it may appear, he did not 
make his appearance in the pedestrian arena until he was 37 years of age. No 
man ever saw a fairer walker, and I doubt if so fair a one. When the high 
pressure was. on, reader, imagine a machine'made in the form of a man, in 
racing costume, and the legs and arms going with the regularity of clockwork, 
and walking without the least apparent exertion 8 miles in 1 hour and 1 minute, 
and 20 miles at about, the same extraordinary speed, Westhall did his 
twenty-one miles. “Smith's backer, too, told me, contidentially, that this won- 
derful old buffer could run eleyen miles‘in one hour, or twenty-one in two 
hours, and, from what Talso knew. of his running abilities, 1 have not the 
least doubt but he could do so. Truly he was a wonder, and we may never 
see his like,again. But, wonderful a.man as he (ras, Lam sorry to say, at the 
present moment, his extraordinary powers have been of no service to him. ina 
pecuniary point of view, as I hear itis very low water with the Ipswich pheno- 
menon, This is not as it should be, , 

Henry Allen Reed, or the great H. A., by which cognomen he is more fami- 
liarly known, was an extraordinary fast man, from 100 yards to half a mile, 
having run 440 yards in the unprecedented time of 48} seconds, also run the 
fastest half-mile race on record; time, 1min. 58 secs., beating, in the first 
instance, the celebrated American wonder, George Seward, and in the 
latter, the equally celebrated Thomas Hosspool, of Bassford. Strange, 
too, that, fast as the great: H. A. was,:up to half a mile, he was a mi- 
serable mile runner, as it would take him considerably over five minutes to 
run that distance. Harry's performances have been. numerous and first-rate. 
George Seward, as I have previously stated, was the best pedestrian, as a run- 
ner, take him from 100 yds to one mile, which latter distance he could run 
considerably under 43 minutes, George, too, was & great hurdle jvmper, and 
a splendid skater, and on the ice, in skates, could do some wonderful things 
over hurdles, &c.; in fact, he appeared to have been born with skates on, and 
his speed, for distance, long or short, on the ice was almost fabulous. His 
performances, as a pedestrian, have been great, indeed. 

John Howard, of Bradford, is, or Was, another extraordinary man—a splendid 
short distance runner, and champion jumper by many feet, having leaped the 
astonishing distance of 28it. Gin. He rose in leaping from a piece of wood 
about 2ft. square, embedded solidly in clay, with a rise from the front to the 
back ‘of about 4in. In taking his spring he earrjo@ dumb-bells, and threw 
them behind him as he sprang from off the board. He was at one time backed 
to leap over a canal 30ft: across, but it ended in a forfeit, which he got. He 
has had engagements to leap at theatres, butas the spectators could see nothing 
but a man, ws itwere, fly across the stage, they thought there must be some dodge 
init, so that, like many more people whoare too cley erin their profession, hemade 
very little by it. When first i knew Jack he was a “bobby,” but he soon after 
left the force... Some facetious folks gaye as a reason that, as he could outrun 
and-overjump all the thieves on his beat, there was nothing for him to do. As 
far as the jumping went, I am sure he could, or any honest man either; and, 
as regards the running, if there were two men who could beat him at that time 
—his distance, five or six score yards—that was all there were. As regards there 
being nothing for him to do on his beat, 1 believe they made a mistake, there 


being plenty to do, but enough was not paid for doing it; or, more plainly. 
speaking, there was, not as much made by Peel-ering as running and jumping. 

William Shephard, of Birmingham, was another first-class runner. His 
forte was from.half a mile upwards; one of the most grateful runners ever 
seen.. He ran on his toe ends, and as light as a fawn. Few can come up to 
Shephard’s splendid style of running. He once told me that he ran a trial of 
one hour, and covered eleven miles one thousand and sixteen yards in the 
time, and IT have not the least doubt but, what. he did. Shephard ran Jackson 
the hour’s race, when the Deer ran the eleven miles and some few yards in the 
time. In this race Master Bill obliged a gentleman of the name of P r by 
carrying one hundred and fifty pounds, not avordupois weight, though, round 
him during the race, but the effect was so telling on him that he stopped at ten 
miles, and some people do say he fainted... At any rate, when one of his 
backers, the late celebrated Johnny Broome, I believe it was, offered to re- 
lieve him of his burthen by unfastening the handkerchief whereby it was se- 
cured round his waist, the bare mentioning of it, without the practical part, 
was quite sufficient'to revive him,-and he actually carried the one hundred 
and tifty pounds back into the house with him. Some of his backers have 
since said that if they knew then, as much as they knew after, they 
would have insisted upon relieving him of the weight, 6ut they didn’t. 
Shephard was a funny fellow, and one little anecdote concerning ‘him I can- 
not help relating. Bill went down to stop a few days with the great H. A., 
who was then training at the Magpies, Harlingtonrcorner, I think, to run 
Seorgse Seward. Reed had for an attendant his trusty squire, the once cele- 
brated Jemmy Kitchener, the Hampstead Stag; in his day a, first-class man 
from 100 yards to half a mile, but no further; a more quiet, civil, or. kind- 
hearted a creature never breathed. Poor Jemmy is equally celebrated for 
driving Jerusalem ponies on Hampstead Heath. ‘Kem up; do yer think I 
stole yer,” is one of his most sublime speeches. Well, he had got 


too old for running. short distances, and had got it into his 
napper case that he. could astonish the natives in a two mile 
run, and was continually bothering Shephard to time him _ that 


distance. At last, to get rid of him, Shephard told him one day after they 
had been a very long walk, and he had noticed old Jemmy put an extraordinary 
dinner out of sight, that if he would make haste and get ready he would time 
him; so, although the day was broiling hot, and Jemmy’s stomach as full 
as it could be, as well as being tired with the morning’s walk, he got ready, 
and started from the milestone, to run a mile out andin. Away goes the poor 
old stag at a pace that decidedly no man with a wooden leg could go, and, 
being a game one, he managed to get back without stopping, Judge his 
horror at seeing Shephard fast asleep behind the milestone. ‘Bill, Bill,” shouts 
Jemmy, pulling in desperation at him, ‘‘wake up; I have come back.” ‘ Oh,” 
said Bill, rubbing his eyes, ‘‘is that you, Jemmy?" ‘“ Me—yes,” said Jemmy; 
“to be sure it is. How long have I been?” ‘Oh, I don’t know,” said Bill. 
“T stopped the watch when you had been gone—twelve minutes—but I have 
been to sleep since then.” The oh/ that poor Jemmy gave vent to was 
dreadful, and he was never known to ask Shephard to time him again any 
distance. , 

Wiliiam Spooner, now and for some years past champion walker, is an extra- 
ordinary man, as his 4-mile trial above stated will prove, independent of his 
matches, which have been numerous and first-class. He could walk 8 miles 
in about one hour and one minute. Poor Bill got itinto his cranium that he was 
born to be as good a boxer as a walker; but a foreign gentleman, with the aris- 
tocratic name of Donovan, undertook, for the consideration of a ten-pound 
note, to give William a striking proof to the contrary. Accordingly, poor Bill 
one fine day was missed from taking his usual health-giving exercise 
— pulling vegetables for the London markets—in his father’s market- 
garden at Turnham Green, for which he is equally as popular, and 
prides himself on being quite as good in comparison as Jemmy Kitchener, at 
driving Jerusalem ponies on Hampstead Heath; and I can vouch there is no 
paltry pride about the champion, but he is a civil, hard-working young man, 
and a great help to his old parents. The reason William was abroad that day 
was this, he had the temerity to enter the Fitz-cuff arena with the hardy 
son of the Emerald Isle, and having stopped inside about one hour or 
thereabouts capering about with Monsieur Donovan, who, by the bye, played 
so roughly with the champion walker, that he suddenly came to the 
conclusion that walking was easier than boxing, and immediately retired from 
the ring in disgust. Some people have been wicked enough to insinuate that 
Bill did not look quite so handsome on leaving the magic circle as he did on 
entering it, especially about the mug. M. Donovan proved himself fully com- 
petent to paint Bill's portrait, and made himself very busy, when the champion 
gave him the chance to do so. The latter said he would not have cared if he 
had not been quite so persevering. Allow me to suggest a passage of legs in a 
walking or running contest in preference to a passage of arms in the roped 
arena. 


MUSICAL AND PHEATRICEL. 


Tur event of the week at this establishment is the Anglified version of M. 
Scribe and M. Legouvé’s five-act play of Les Doiots de Fée, originally produced.at 
the Theatre Francais. The taking title to our Belgravian belles of “* The World 
of Fashion,” has been given by the adaptor, who has wisely confined himself to 
limit of three acts, albeit even now the plan may fairly be deemed,slightly in- 
tricate. Ii is found for the most part of the adventures of Marie de Vera 
Chateau. (Miss Amy Sedgwick) the equally poor daughter of one of the ancient 
regimé of Parisian society, as indigent as herself. The roof of her uncle 
in Brittany shelters her, and she is continually thrown inoo the society 
of Adolpha (Mr. Walter Gordon) the uncle’s son. The natural result 
of this may readily be imagined. ‘“ Youth at the helm and pleasure 
at the prow” begets the old record of love, and, to end the un- 
sanctioned attachment, her aunt deprecates her conduct as ensnaring and un- 
grateful, while the uncle expresses his intention of marrying the son to his 
wealthy neice Isabelle (Miss Hughes), who, in her turn, is engaged to JM. de 
Pontealec. Thus matters stand at the termination of the first act. ‘The second 
enlightens one as to the thread of the story. Indignant at her relatives’ 
measured unkindness, Marie refuses to bring poverty upon Adolphe, and, flying 
abruptly to Paris, establishes herself by leading attainmentas the premier mer- 
chande des modes of the day. The uncle at length becomes involved, and know- 
ing his fortunes depend solely upon the concession of a line of railway through his 
Breton estates, applies to a lady of fashion and influence in the capital, Madame 
de Bellerose (Miss Marston) to advocate his cause. Here he meets Marie, who, 
on hearing his trouble, generously obtains the patronage of Madame Bellerose. 
Still the old leaven of aristocratic pride is revived, and when the uncle 
hears hia neice is a dressmaker, there is another bitter condemnation for 
conduct so derogatory to his blood. The scowling uncle, with his absurd 
notions that there is no nobility ofmature, except in an hereditary line, departs 
for his native district, but not before one part of his original scheme 
as to Adolphe marrying Isabelle is upset by ‘the latter lady entrusting her 
honour to the deserved confidence of Mavie’s friend, Pontealet. The third 
act, of course, furnishes the denovement, and is French-like from end to end. 
Marve is still the rage for the leaders of fashion; and the urgent renewed 
entreaties of her uncle, who plays upon her feelings as to the railway 
scheme, saving Adolphe as well as himself from absolute penury, 
cause Marie to obtain three more votes wanted for the consent to the 
construction of the iron route. The generous Mademoiselle then pays 
Adolphe’s debts, is united to her first and only lover, despite, to the last; the 
objections of the aunt, and so the piece ends. ‘‘The World of Fashion ” is, 
without doubt, a decided success.. Much too great praise cannot be awarded to 
Miss Amy Sedgwick for her judicious and truthful portraiture of the heroine’s 
character, and, indeed, all the dramatis persona—even those we have not time 
or space to allude to—contributed to a general heightened effort seldom wit- 
nessed on the boards of this popular theatre. The scenery was splendid, while 
the dresses, which every where flourished in the Olympic ‘‘ World of Fashion,” 
were of that superb and recherche character which cannot be surpassed. 


STRAND. 


Anorner new farce, from the prolific pen of Mr, Madison Morton, and en- 
titled ‘*Catching a Weasel,” has just been produced at this theatre; and it’is 
pretty patent that it was written for the purpose of displaying the low-comedy 
attributes of Mr. Rogers, who has. long been such a humorous favourite on 
thes boards. The idea is from the circumstance of Mr. Tomkins Tih- 
thorpe Weing almost daily and nightly addicted to display to those with 
whom he came into contact every disagreeable doubt as to the contiriual 
transgression, on all sides around him; of the laws of mewn and teum. Every 
possible article he can carry on his person he does do, blacks the nozzles of 
his wine bottles for security against his servants; and this suspicious¥nd mean 
conduct nearly costs him the hand of Miss Lydia Nupkins (Miss Kate Carson). 
The trifle ends, as might be anticipated, in the weasel being caught*at last, by 
very alluring Lydia; and Miss Lavine and Mr. Paynton rendered attractive 
attractive assistance by additional humour.

Wuar theatrical habitué could ever doubt that Mr. Benjamin Webster would 
cause a sensation whenever he carried out any of his numerous engagements? 
He has been known tous so long that his favourite svle of characters are 
indelibly impressed upon the memory, and the play-going portion of the com- 
munity cannot but be as thoroughly acquainted as we are with his truthful 
impersonations of Triplet, Richurd Pride, Mr. Penn Holder, Robert Landry, &e. 
It was'this latter part, in “The Dead Heart,” he undertook, on the revival 
of Mr. Watts Phillips’s drama, on Monday night.

The judge held this to be 
fatal to the plaintifi’s case, and entered judgment for the defendant, calling 
upon the plaintiff to pay the costs of four witnesses.
